City  Reps 
Field  Hill 
Questions 


On  April  22,  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco held  a  Quality  of  Life  Meeting  for 
the  Potrero  Hill  and  Mission  Bay  neigh- 
borhoods, at  Daniel  Webster  School.  The 
meeting,  which  is  the  ninth  in  a  series 
of  citywide  neighborhood  meetings 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (DPW)  and  other  city  agencies, 
was  attended  by  over  100  people  and 
focused  on  specific  areas  and  issues  of 
concern  to  Hill  and  Mission  Bay  residents. 

Representatives  from  city  agencies 
were  available  to  handle  complaints, 
distribute  literature,  and  respond  to  a 
wide  range  of  issues  and  problems  during 
Ut«  evaning  meeting.  Specifically,  Hill 
and  Mission  Bay  residents  told  the  City 
they  want  clean  streets  and  sidewalks, 
regular  trimming  of  city-owned  street 
trees,  a  safe  and  effective  underground- 
ing  plan  for  utilities,  and  proper  main- 
tenance of  high  voltage  lines. 

Residents  also  told  City  agencies  to 
increase  the  availability  of  litter  re- 
ceptacles and  recycling  containers  in 
the  neighborhood,  develop  short  and  long- 
term  solutions  to  graffiti,  reduce  litter 

a  number  of  streets,  and  begin  an 
investigation  of  rat  infestation  at  22nd 
and  Pennsylvania  Streets,  an  area 
where  CalTrans  passengers  embark. 

A  number  of  issues  raised  by  residents 
were  resolved  by  City  officials  during 
the  meeting,  while  other  residents  — 
with  more  complicated  issues  —  were 
told  that  the  appropriate  agency  would 
research  the  request  or  complaint  and 
get  back  to  them. 

Also  present  at  the  meeting  were 
representatives  from  the  SF  Police  De- 
partment about  drug  dealing  and  other 
criminal  activity.  Sergeant  Greg 
Lynch  told  attendees  that  callers  were 
not  required  to  give  their  names  to 
the  police  when  calling  in  a  complaint, 
but  they  should  provide  specific  informa- 
tion about  any  man  or  woman  suspected 
of  drug  dealing. 

According  to  Lynch,  the  police  cannot 
search  or  question  suspects  about  sus- 
picious activity  or  behavior  without 
specific  information  regarding  the  per- 
son's race,  sex,  gender,  and  clothing.  If

the  suspect  is  selling  'Irugs  out  of  a  car, 
the  caller  should  provide  the  police  with 
an  accurate  description  of  the  vehicle. 

Although  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  will  issue  a  final  report  to  those 
attendees  who  signed  in  at  the  beginning 
of  the  meeting,  a  number  of  Potrero 
Hill  residents  had  immediate  reactions 
to  the  forum.  "It  was  great,  wonderful. 
The  turn-out  is  from  all  parts  of  the 
Hill  and  no  one's  being  shy  about  asking 
questions,"  said  Jerry  and  Sandra  Peter- 
son. Virginia  Sustarich  thought  the 
meeting  —  like  all  meetings  —  was  drawn 
out,  but  that  the  various  City  representa- 
tives responded  positively  to  many  re- 
quests made  by  Hill  and  Mission  Bay  re- 
sidents. "If  the  city  agencies  hold  true 
to  what  they  say  they'll  do,  it  will  be 
wonderful,"  said  Sustarich.

Debate  on  Live/Work 
Rages  as  New  Permit 
Applications  Continue

Although  only  29  live/work  structure 
permits  were  approved  in  1993,  in  1997 
the  citywide  total  came  to  an  astounding 
1047,  a  recent  study  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chronicle  revealed.  Furthermore, 
there  are  currently  more  than  2,300  such 
applications  in  the  works. 

Potrero  Hill  is  certainly  no  stranger 
to  this  situation.  The  area  that  the 
Planning  Commission  classifies  as  South 
of  Market,  which  includes  Potrero  Hill, 
is  the  location  of  the  vast  majority  of 
the  new  sites. 

The  Live/Work  Zoning  Controls  Sum- 
mary, which  was  published  by  the  City 
in  1991,  has  not  been  changed  since  its 
inception.  Even  though  it  seems  that 
few  of  the  new  structures  meet  the  cri- 
teria set  forth  in  this  document,  few 
permits  are  denied  by  the  Office  of 
Environmental  Review. 

The  summary  states  that  the  live/work 
zoning  controls  were  established  in  order 
to  nurture  the  San  Francisco  artist  com- 
munity by  providing  affordable  housing 
in  conjunction  with  a  work  space.  Addi- 
tionally, the  initial  focus  of  this  docu- 
ment was  on  refurbishing  existing 
structures  in  "light"  or  "heavy"  in- 
dustrial zones.  Using  existing,  somewhat 
out-of-condition  buildings  would  osten- 


sibly keep  the  costs  of  live/work  spaces 
down,  making  them  within  the  financial 
reach  of  the  rarely-well-heeled  crafts- 
person. 

According  to  Caron  Parker  of  the 
Office  of  Environmental  Review,  per- 
mits are  not  appealed  on  the  grounds 
that  no  artists  are  in  residence  in  the 
new  spaces.  Permits  are  being  appealed 
—  and  denied  —  for  other,  more  aesthetic 
or  practical  reasons  —  such  as  high 
density  levels,  lack  of  parking  facilities, 
or  charges  that  they  v;ould  be  an  eyesore 
to  the  neighborhood. 

Parker  told  Ttie  View  that  there  have 
been  two  changes  since  the  outcry  over 
the  live/work  issue  began.  The  first, 
published^change  is  that  neighbors  with- 
in a  150  foot  radius  of  the  proposed 
structure  be  given  a  15  day  notice  to 
appeal  the  permit. 

Initially,  no  posting  was  required  by 
the  contractor,  thereby  virtually  assur- 
ing that  the  permit  would  be  approved 
without  any  input  from  surrounding 
property  owners. 

The  second  change,  which  has  not 
formally  been  amended  into  the  zoning 
controls,  requires  tlial  there  be  one 
parking  space  per  unit.  The  parking 
issue  was  perhaps  the  biggest  complumt 
by  owners  of  adjacent  properties.

FUNDS  POUR  IN  FOR  OMEGA'S  COLLEGE  TOUR 

More  than  700  KGO-TV  viewers  and  Potrero  Hill  businesses  contributed  funds  to 
support  the  Omega  Boys'  Club  college  tour  for  six  high  school  seniors,  and  to  enrich 
educational  experiences  for  the  whole  club,  and  send  children  to  summer  camp. 

BUDGET  CUTBACKS  COULD  JEOPARDIZE  CALEB  CLARK  CLINIC 

The  Health  Department's  proposed  cutback  of  20%  led  to  a  proposal  to  close  the 
Caleb  Clark  Clinic  (on  Wisconsin  Street),  but  a  strong  outpouring  of  public  support 
caused  that  extreme  solution  to  be  shelved  for  the  time  being.  The  clinic  is  also 
dependent  on  federal  funding,  which  was  also  in  danger  of  being  cut.  Only  ten 
percent  of  patients  seen  at  the  clinic  have  private  insurance. 

NABE  TO  BE  YOUTH  SANCTUARY 

The  Neighborhood  House's  Executive  Committee  voted  to  designate  the  Nabe  as  a 
sanctuary  for  youth  at  risk  of  being  detained  as  a  result  of  actions  or  circumstances 
not  of  a  criminal  nature.  Telephone  service  will  be  established  to  provide  such 
youth  with  access  to  licensed  foster  homes  that  have  agreed  to  take  them  in  on  a 
temporary  basis. 

LOW  TURNOUT  FOR  SPECIAL  ELECTION 

Only  1.872  of  6.086  registered  Potrero  Hill  voters  bothered  to  cast  their  votes  in 
the  April  12  election  to  fill  the  State  Assembly  seat  vacated  by  Art  Agnos  (who  had 
first  been  elected  Mayor  of  San  Francisco).  Former  Congressman  John  Burton  won 
51  percent  of  the  total  vote.  Roberta  Achtenberg  was  the  closest  runner-up,  with 
41  percent.

Walking  down  Market  Street  today  — 
the  center  of  San  Francisco's  bustling 
financial  district  —  it  is  hard  to  imagine 
that  in  1847,  this  modern  hub  was  once 
the  dusty  old  Mission  Trail,  half  a  mile 
from  the  center  of  town  and  often 
blocked  by  sand  dunes  as  high  as  90 
feet.

oldest  Asian  temple  in  the  U.S.  to  name 
just  a  few  of  the  20  historic  sites,  six 
local  history  museums,  lively  pubs, 
outdoor  pubs  and  panoramic  views  along 
the  trail.

Curbside,  Apartment  Recycling  Expands  To 
Include  Empty  Metal  Paint  and  Aerosol  Cans 


In  order  to  help  maximize  recycling  in 
the  City,  the  rurbside  and  apartment 
recycling  program  is  now  accepting 
empty  metal  paint  and  aerosol  cans. 
These  materials,  wliich  are  almost  all 
made  of  !>toel.  can  easily  be  recycled. 

The  paint  cans  can  have  a  thin  skin  of 
dried  paint,  but  should  be  empty  other- 
wise. The  lids  should  be  removed.  If 
the  lids  are  metal,  they  can  be  recycled 
with  the  cans  —  otherwise  they  should 
be  discarded. 

Aerosol  cans  need  to  be  completely 
empty  and  the  lids  (and  nozzles  if  pos- 
sible)" should  be  removed.  Both  empty 
paint  cans  and  aerosol  cans  should  be 
put  in  your  blue  recycling  container 
along  with  all  other  bottles  and  cans. 
The  few  cans  that  are  not  made  out  of 
steel  are  made  out  of  aluminum,  which 
is  also  easily  recyclable. 

Paint  and  aerosol  cans  have  been 
added  to  the  recycling  program  because 
steel  recycling  is  well  established. 
Steel  is  North  America's  most  recycled 
material.  More  steel  is  recycled  annual- 
ly than  glass,  paper,  plastic,  aluminum 
and  other  metals  combined.  The  na- 
tional steel  recycling  rate  is  now  more 
than  65  percent.  In  1996,  more  than 
67  million  tons  of  steel  were  recycled. 
To  Dut  this  figure  into  perspective. 

AIDS  Fndtn. 
Moves  HQ 

On  May  12  the  San  Francisco  AIDS 
Foundation  will  move  one  block  down  the 
street  to  One  Sixth  Street  at  Market, 
where  it  will  continue  to  offer  a  range 
of  vita!  supportive  services  for  people 
living  with  HIV/AIDS. 

Later  this  summer  the  One  Sixth  Street 
building  will  feature  a  brand  new  treat- 
ment resource  room  for  clients,  with  a 
full  range  of  treatment  publications, 
pamphlets,  guidebooks  and  online  infor- 
mation. More  than  2.600  people  with 
HIV/AIDS  receive  supportive  services 
from  the  AIDS  Foundation,  including 
housing  assistance,  financial  benefits 
counseling,  case  management,  and  re- 
ferrals. 

The  building  will  also  house  all  other 
AIDS  Foundation  activities  —  including 
the  California  AIDS  Hotline;  BETA,  the 
Bulletin  of  Experimental  Treatments  for 
AIDS;  Public  Policy;  and  the  new  pre- 
vention program  Gay  Life.  Combined, 
AIDS  Foundation  programs  serve  more 
than  150.000  people.  Staff  of  the  San 
Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  HIV  Preven- 
tion Project,  the  nation's  largest  needle 
exchange  program,  will  consolidate  into 
the  new  building,  which  will  also  include 
a  peaceful  memorial  space.

that's  almost  ten  times  as  much  as  the 
combined  weight  of  all  newspapers  re- 
cycled nationwide. 

In  addition  to  recycling  empty  paint 
and  aerosol  cans,  we  can  support  steel 
recycling  by  recycling  all  steel  cans. 
What  most  of  us  have  traditionally  call- 
ed tin  cans  are  actually  steel  cans 
coated  with  a  thin  layer  of  tin.  Steel 
cans  include  food,  beverage,  paint  and 
aerosol  containers.  Bottle  caps  are 
also  made  from  steel. 

Last  year.  San  Franciscans  recycled 
more  than  two  million  pounds  of  steel 
cans.  Although  this  sounds  impressive, 


it  represents  less  than  20  percent  of  the 
steel  waste  generated  by  residents  each 
year.  And  while  more  than  two-thirds 
of  City  residents  recycle  newspaper, 
less  than  half  recycle  steel  cans. 

Steel  recycling  preserves  natural 
resources.  For  every  ton  of  steel  that 
is  recycled,  we  save  2,500  pounds  of 
iron  ore,  1,400  pounds  of  coal  and  con- 
serve more  than  10  million  BTU's  of 
energy. 

The  average  household  consumes  the 
content  of  two  pounds  of  steel  cans 
per  week.  If  these  cans  are  recycled, 


enough  energy  is  saved  to  keep  a 
60-watt  light  bulb  burning  for  more 
than  two  days.  If  we  recycled  just  half 
the  steel  cans  used  by  San  Francisco 
residents  in  one  year,  we'd  save  enough 
energy  to  keep  that  light  bulb  burning 
for  more  than  40,000  years. 

Recycling  more  steel  cans  is  an  easy 
way  to  help  conserve  resources.  So  the 
next  time  you  recycle,  make  sure  you 
include  your  steel  cans.  And,  since 
steel  cans  contain  an  overage  of  28  pep- 
cent  recycled  steel,  you  can  promote  re- 
cycling by  buying  products  packaged  in 
steel  cans.

Hverv  3.3  minutes,  someone  dies  of 
one.  Stroke,  also  known  as  brain 
attack,  is  the  third  leading  cause  of 
death  beliind  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
cancer,  and  i>  the  leading  cause  of 
serious.  long-term  disability. 

For  Stroke  Awareness  Month  this 
May.  the  American  Heart  Association 
wants  everyone  to  know  that  when  it 
comes  to  treating  stroke,  every  second 
counts.  Learn  the  risk  factors  and 
warning  signs  of  stroke  and  get  imme- 
diate medical  help  if  one  occurs.  Mere 
are  the  warning  signs  of  brain  attack: 

-  Sudden  weakness  or  numbness  of 
the  face,  arm  or  leg  on  one  side  of  the 
body. 

-  Sudden  dimness  or  loss  of  vision, 
particularly  in  one  eye. 

-  Loss  of  speech,  or  trouble  talking 
or  understanding  speech. 

-  Sudden,  severe  headache  with  no 
known  or  apparent  cause. 

-  Unexplained  dizziness,  unsteadiness 
or  sudden  falls,  especially  along  with 
any  of  the  other  listed  stroke  symptoms. 

The  moment  you  notice  one  or  more 
of  these  signs,  seek  medical  help 
immediately.  Early  detection  and 
immediate  treatment  of  stroke  may 
prevent  some  of  its  brain  injury.  A  new 
drug  called  tissue  plasminogen  activator 
(TPA)  must  be  administered  within  three 
hours  after  the  onset  of  stroke  symptoms. 

"Immediate  medical  attention  is  vital 
in  reducing  the  injury  to  the  brain  when  a 
stroke  occurs,"  said  Richard  Podolin, 
President,  San  Francisco  Division.  "It 
can  make  all  the  difference  between 
life  or  death  and  in  the  quality  of  life 
for  a  stroke  survivor.  Everyone  should 
make  it  their  responsibility  to  know  the 
warning  signs  of  stroke,  just  like  they 
learn  basic  first  aid  or  CPR." 

A  brain  attack  is  similar  to  a  heart 
attack.  It  occurs  when  a  blood  vessel 
bringing  oxygen  and  nutrients  to  the 
brain  bursts  or  is  clogged  by  a  blood 
clot  or  some  other  particle.  This  rupture 
or  blockage  keeps  part  of  the  brain  from 
getting  the  oxygen  it  needs.  Without 
oxygen,  the  nerve  cells  in  that  area 
can't  function  and  die  within  minutes. 
The  part  of  the  body  that  these  cells 
control  also  can't  function  —  which  can 
sometimes  lead  to  death. 

Stroke  is  largely  preventable  by  prac- 
ticing healthy  lifestyle  habits  that  reduce 
the  risk  of  heart  disease  and  stroke  — 
controlling  high  blood  pressure,  main- 
taining healthy  blood  cholesterol  levels, 
eating  foods  low  in  saturated  fat  and 
cholesterol,  being  physically  active, 
maintaning  a  healthy  weight,  stopping 
smoking  and  getting  regular  medical 
check-ups.
